RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


INTRODUCTION 

The  Massachusetts  State  Lottery  ( "Lottery" )  was  established  by  the 
enactment  of  Chapter  813  of  the  Acts  of  1971  on  September  27,  1971.  This 
law  created  a  State  Lottery  Commission  ("Commission")  in  the  office  of  the 
State  Treasurer  who  is  Chairman  of  the  Commission.    Other  members  of  the 
Commission  are:  the  Secretary  of  Public  Safety,  the  State  Comptroller,  and 
two  persons  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  terms  coterminus  with  that  of  the 
Governor. 

The  Lottery  law  directs  the  State  Treasurer  to  appoint  a  Director  of 
the  Lottery,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor. 

Revenues  from  the  Lottery  must  be  distributed  as  follows:    (a)  no  less 
than  forty-five  (h5%)  percent  must  be  paid  to  holders  of  winning  tickets; 
(b)  not  more  than  fifteen  (1$%)  percent  may  be  used  for  operating  costs; 
and  (c)  the  balance  must  be  distributed  to  the  Local  Aid  Fund  for  the  benefit 
of  all  the  cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts. 

These  Rules  and  Regulations  have  been  enacted  pursuant  to  and  under 
the  authority  of  General  Laws  Chapter  30A  and  Section  2I4  of  Chapter  813 
of  the  Acts  of  1971. 
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Rules  and  Regulations 

Section  1.     General  Regulations 

These  Rules  and  Regulations  are  established  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Lottery  Commission  to  define  and  regulate  the  oper- 
ation and  administration  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Lottery. 

Section  2.  Definitions 

(a)  "Act"  or  "Law"  means  Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter 
10,  Sections  22  through  36. 

(b)  "Agent"  means  a  person  who  has  been  licensed  to  sell 
lottery  tickets  under  the  Act. 

(c)  "Bank"  means  and  includes  all  banks,  banking  associa- 
tions, cooperative  banks,  credit  unions,  trust  companies  and  any 
other  type  or  form  of  banking  institution  organized  under  the  author 
ity  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or  the  United  States  of 
America  whose  principal  place  of  business  is  within  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  and  is  designated  to  perform  such  functions,  activ- 
ities, or  service  in  connection  with  the  operations  of  the  Lottery 
for  the  deposit  and  handling  of  Lottery  funds  and  the  safekeeping 

of  Lottery  tickets  and  records. 

(d)  "Claims  Center,  Claim  Center  or  Office"  means  any  place 
designated  by  the  Lottery  where  the  holder  or  his  representative 
may  file  a  claim  upon  a  form  supplied  by  the  Lottery  for  payment  or 
acknowledgment  of  a  lottery  prize  and  the  submission  of  the  winning 
ticket . 

(e)  "Commission"  -  a  board  of  five  members  consisting  of  the 
State  Treasurer,  Secretary  of  Public  Safety  or  his  designee,  the 
State  Comptroller  or  his  designee,  and  two  persons  appointed  by  the 
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Governor  with  the  powers  and  authority  to  conduct  a  state  lottery 
as  conferred  by  law. 

(f)  "Depository"  means  any  person,  including  a  bank,  to 
perform  such  functions,  activities  or  services  in  connection  with 
the  operation  of  the  Lottery  for  the  deposit  and  handling  of  lot- 
tery funds,  the  accounting  thereof,  and  the  safekeeping  of  the 
lottery  tickets. 

(g)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of  the  State  Lottery  and 
his  duly  authorized  agents. 

(h)  "Lottery"  or  "State  Lottery"  means  the  Lottery  estab- 
lished and  operated  pursuant  to  M.G.L.A.,  Ch.  10,  Sec.  22-36. 

(i)  "Million  Dollar  Drawing"  means  a  drawing  to  be  held  at 
such  intervals  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Director  based  on  the 
number  of  tickets  sold  in  the  Weekly  Lotteries. 

(j)     "Million  Dollar  Game"  is  defined  as  the  process  by  which 
all  winners  of  several  Weekly  Drawings,  since  the  last  Semi-Final 
Drawing,  are  first  entered  in  a  Semi-Final  Drawing  to  determine 
finalists  who,  in  turn,  are  entered  in  a  Million  Dollar  Drawing. 

(k)     "Person"  means  and  includes  any  individual,  association, 
corporation,  club,  trust,  estate,  society,  company,  joint  stock 
company,  receiver,  trustee,  designee,  referee,  executor,  administra- 
tor, commissioner,  charitable  institution,  fraternal  organization, 
guardian,  custodian,  any  legal  entity  created  by  law,  all  natural 
individuals  in  all  capacities  whether  appointed  by  a  court  or  other- 
wise and  any  other  combination  of  individuals  or  legal  entities. 
"Person"  shall  also  be  construed  to  mean  and  include  all  departments, 
commissions,  agencies,  and  instrumentalities  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
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Massachusetts  including  counties  and  municipalities,  agencies, 
and  instrumentalities  thereof. 

(1)     "Prize"  means  any  award,  financial  or  otherwise, 
awarded  by  the  State  Lottery. 

(m)     "Semi-Final  Drawing"  means  a  random  selection  of  a 
three-digit  number  which  is  to  be  matched  to  the  serial  number  of 
qualified  lottery  tickets  to  determine  entry  to  the  Million  Dollar 
Drawing . 

(n)     "Ticket"  shall  mean  lottery  ticket  issued  by  the  State 
Lottery  for  sale  to  the  general  public. 

(o)     "Weekly  Run-Off  Drawing"  means  a  random  selection  of  a 
winner  from  the  second  prize  winners  of  a  Weekly  Drawing  when  the 
six-digit  number  selected  in  a  Weekly  Drawing  was  not  on  at  least 
one  sold  ticket  for  said  week. 

Section  5.     Lottery  Director 

The  Director  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Lottery  shall  super- 
vise and  administer  the  operation  of  the  Lottery. 

Section  4.     Licensing  of  Agents 

The  Director  shall  license  as  agents  to  sell  lottery  tickets 
such  person  who,  in  his  opinion,  will  best  serve  the  public  con- 
venience and  promote  the  sale  of  tickets.     Each  licensed  person 
shall  be  required  to  post  a  bond  in  such  amount  and  in  a  form  as 
may  be  provided  herein. 

Section  5.     Intervals  and  Ticket  Amounts 

The  Weekly  Lottery  tickets  shall  sell  at  a  price  of  $  .50 
per  ticket.     Other  types  of  lottery  tickets  may  be  initiated  in  such

amounts  and  at  such  intervals  as  may  he  determined  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Commission. 

Section  6.     Erroneous  or  Mutilated  Tickets 

Lottery  tickets  erroneously  made  out  or  in  any  way  muti- 
lated when  received  by  an  Agent  are  to  be  returned  by  the  Agent 
immediately  to  the  depository  servicing  said  Agent.     Credit  may  be 
allowed  for  said  tickets  but  only  at  the  point  of  original  sale  to 
the  Agent.     Each  ticket,  to  obtain  credit  or  to  claim  a  prize,  must 
contain  with  legible  certainty  the  lottery  number,  serial  number, 
drawing  date,  and  the  series.     Unless  the  Director  is  satisfied  that 
a  mutilated  lottery  ticket  is  genuine,  no  credit  or  prize  will  be 
issued  to  the  holder  of  said  ticket. 

Section  7.     Lottery  Agents  Application  and  License 

(a)  Application  -  Any  person  may  apply  for  a  lottery  license 
to  sell  tickets  as  an  Agent  by  first  filing  an  application  and  any 
supplements  thereto  with  the  Director. 

(b)  Eligibility  -  No  person  shall  be  licensed  as  an  Agent 
who  is  engaged  exclusively  in  selling  lottery  tickets. 

Any  person,  his  associates,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  corporation 
or  similar  form  of  legal  entity,  those  in  either  an  ownership  or 
controlling  managerial  capacity,  who  has  been  convicted  of  a  felony 
or  any  other  crime  which  the  Director  deems  of  sufficiently  serious 
nature,  shall  be  denied  the  granting  of  a  license. 

(c)  Duration  of  License  -  Each  Agent's  license  shall  remain 
in  full  force  and  effect  until  terminated  according  to  the  date 
indicated  thereon  or  by  action  of  the  Director  subject  to  the  pro- 
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visions  of  law  and  these  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Section  8.     License  To  Be  Displayed 

Every  Agent  shall  prominently  display  his  license  or  a 
copy  thereof  in  an  area  visible  to  the  general  public  where  lot- 
tery tickets  are  being  sold  to  the  public.     The  Agent  shall  dis- 
play on  a  prominent  public  front  window  or  door  of  his  premises 
the  Lottery  decal  and  exhibit  in  a  public  area  a  display  board  for 
Lottery  brochures  and  the  posting  of  winning  numbers.     The  Agent 
shall  maintain  and  display  promotional  material  in  conjunction  with 
ticket  sales  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Director. 

Each  license  containing  the  same  first  five  (5)  digits  of 
the  Agent  No.  shall  constitute  one  license  issued  by  the  Director. 
More  than  one  copy  of  a  license  may  be  issued  by  the  Director  in 
order  for  the  Agent  to  display  a  license  at  each  of  the  licensed 
locations  as  required  by  these  Rules  and  Regulations  as  well  as  a 
replacement  for  a  lost  or  mutilated  license.     Each  copy  of  a  license 
may  be  additionally  numbered  by  a  three  (3)  digit  suffix  to  the 
Agent  No.   in  order  to  signify  that  more  than  one  copy  of  the  same 
license  has  been  issued  by  the  Director. 

Section  9.     Agent's  Identification  Card 

The  Director  will  issue  to  each  Agent  a  wallet-size  Agent 
Identification  Card  which  must  be  displayed  by  him  or  his  authorized 
representative  when  taking  delivery  of  lottery  tickets  from  the 
authorized  depositories  or  banks.     No  depository  or  bank  shall  issue 
any  lottery  tickets  until  the  Agent  or  his.. author ized  representative 
presents  his  Identification  Card  and  fulfills  his  other  obligations 
according  to  instructions  by  the  Director. 


In  the  event  the  Agent's  Identification  Card  is  lost  or 
otherwise  misplaced  the  Agent  must  immediately  notify  by  telephone 
his  assigned  depository  or  bank  and  the  main  office  of  the  Lottery. 
Said  notice  is  to  be  confirmed  in  writing  by  the  Agent  to  the  main 
office  of  the  Lottery.     The  depository  or  bank  shall  not,  in  any 
way,  transact  business  with  any  person  presenting  himself  with  the 
reported  lost  Identification  Card  until  otherwise  notified  by  the 
Director . 

Section  10.     Bonding  of  Agents 

Each  licensed  person,  within  ten  days  after  he  is  notified 
of  the  possible  issuance  of  his  license,  shall  give  a  Bond  for  his 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  a  licensed  person  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  law  and  these  Rules  and  Regulations; 
and,   if  he  fails  to  do  so,  the  license  shall  not  be  issued.  The 
Bond  shall  be  with  a  surety  company  qualified  to  do  business  within 
the  Commonwealth  and  selected  by  the  Commission  and  in  a  form  approved 
by  the  Director  in  such  sums  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Director. 

Section  11.     Conversion  to  Vending  Machines 

The  Director  reserves  the  right  upon  thirty  days'  notice  to 
the  Agent  to  convert  any  licensed  location  from  a  manual -type  oper- 
ation to  a  vending  machine  type  operation  and  from  a  vending -machine 
type  on  either  a  rental  or  purchase  basis  to  a  manual-type  operation 
in  the  sale  and  distribution  of  lottery  tickets. 

Section  12.     Revocation  of  License 

An  Agent's  license  may  be  revoked  or  its  renewal  rejected 
for  one  or  more  or  all  of  the  outlets  listed  thereon  for  any  one 
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or  more  of  the  following  reasons  or  by  direction  of  the  Director. 

(a)  If  the  Agent  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  law 
or  these  Rules  and  Regulations  as  amended  from  time  to  time  or  any 
other  directives  of  the  Director; 

(b)  If  the  Agent's  application  for  a  license  or  other 
representations  to  the  Director,  his  agents  and  employees,  contains 
false  or  misleading  information; 

(c)  If,   in  the  discretion  of  the  Director,  such  revocation 
or  rejection  of  renewal  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Lottery,  the 
public  welfare,  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts; 

(d)  If  the  volume  of  sales  by  the  Agent  is  sufficiently 
below  his  quota  to  warrant  a  discontinuance  of  his  outlet  (s)  as  a 
sales  location  taking  into  account  the  number  of  other  sales  outlets 
in  the  Agent's  sales  area,  the  possible  seasonable  business  of  the 
Agent,  the  change  of  traffic  or  public  accessibility  to  the  Agent's 
sales  outlets  or  the  population  serviced  by  the  Agent's  outlets; 

(e)  The  manner  of  operation  and  security  control  by  the 
Agent  relative  to  lottery  business; 

(f)  The  history  of  thefts  or  other  forms  of  losses  of  lot- 
tery tickets  or  revenues  therefrom; 

(g)  The  change  in  moral  character  of  the  Agent's  personnel, 
employees  or  agents  handling  the  Agent's  lottery  business; 

(h)  The  delay  in  the  Agent's  accounting  or  depositing  in  his 
designated  depository  the  revenues  received  from  the  lottery  ticket 
sales . 

Section  13.     Agent's  Compensation 

Agents  shall  be  entitled  to  a  sales  commission  in  such  per- 
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centage  or  amount  as  the  Commission  may  adopt  from  time  to  time. 
All  vending  machine  Agents  shall  be  entitled  to  a  sales  commission 
in  an  amount  or  percentage  to  be  determined  by  the  Commission.  All 
Agents,  manual  Agents  or  otherwise,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  bonus 
if  they  have  sold  certain  tickets  according  to  the  provisions  of 
these  Rules  and  Regulations  as  hereinafter  stated. 

Section  14.     Transfer  of  Ownership  or  Location  of  License 

(a)  An  Agent's  license  is  not  transferable.     If  the  place 
of  business  set  forth  in  the  Agent's  license  or  in  the  Agent's 
application  for  a  license  changes,  the  Agent  is  to  notify  immediately 
the  Director  in  writing  and  request  a  transfer  or  termination  of 

the  license.     The  Director  reserves  the  right  to  grant  the  Agent's 
request  to  transfer  the  license  to  the  new  location.     In  any  event, 
the  Agent  is  not  to  sell  lottery  tickets  nor  actively  engage  in 
lottery  business  as  an  Agent  until  such  time  as  a  new  license  is 
granted  covering  the  new  location. 

(b)  If  the  business  to  which  a  license  is  issued  or  its 
ownership  substantially  changes,  it  is  incumbent  upon  those  persons 
who  were  in  control  or  in  ownership  of  said  business  at  the  time  the 
license  was  last  issued  to  notify  immediately  in  writing  the  Direc- 
tor of  such  change  with  a  request  either  to  allow  a  retention  or  a 
termination  of  the  license.     The  Director  reserves  the  right  to 
allow  or  deny  the  request  for  a  retention  of  the  license,  and  if  the 
Director  denies  the  request  to  retain  the  license,  it  shall  forth- 
with be  revoked.     A  substantial  change  in  owner s.hip  of  a  business 
shall  mean  a  transfer  of  ten  (101)  percent  or  more  in  the  equity 

of  any  business  licensed  pursuant  to  law  and  these  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations . 


(c)  In  the  event  the  Director  denies  a  request  to  retain 
a  license  as  set  forth  in  (b) ,  the  persons  in  control  or  who  are 

in  ownership  or  otherwise  entrusted  with  the  license  of  said  business 
are  to  deliver  forthwith  said  license  and  any  other  material  given 
by  the  Director  to  a  Lottery  office  or  to  the  depository  servicing 
said  licensed  business  and  to  terminate  all  sales  of  tickets  or 
other  lottery  business  until  otherwise  notified  by  the  Director. 

(d)  In  the  event  that  an  Agent  does  not  wish  to  terminate 
its  sale  of  lottery  tickets  or  lottery  business  because  of  a  change 
in  location  or  of  a  substantial  change  in  ownership,  the  Agent  may 
apply  in  writing  at  least  twenty  (20)  days  prior  to  any  proposed 
change  of  location  or  substantial  change  in  ownership  as  defined 
herein  and  the  Director  shall  act  on  the  application  within  said 
period  of  time. 

(e)  The  sale  of  lottery  tickets  may  be  made  only  pursuant 

to  an  Agent's  license  and  in  the  specified  locations  listed  therein. 
Any  violation  of  this  provision  is  subject  to  the  penalties  provided 
by  law,  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  any 
pertinent  Federal  Laws  as  the  facts  and  these  Rules  and  Regulations 
may  warrant. 

Section  15.     Deposits  of  Lottery  Revenues 

(a)     All  Agents  are  required  to  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the 
State  Lottery  Fund  in  a  designated  depository  or  bank  all  monies 
received  by  such  Agents  from  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets,  less  the 
amount,  if  any,  which  they  may  retain  as  compensation  for  their 
services.     The  Agents  may  be  required  to  file  with  the  Director 
periodic  reports  of  their  respective  receipts  and  transactions  in 
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the  sale  of  lottery  tickets  in  such  form  as  may  be  required  by 
the  Director  in  accordance  with  instructions  given  to  the  Agents 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Director. 

(b)  Each  Agent  is  to  keep  current  records  of  all  his 
lottery  operations  in  conformity  with  the  Law  and  these  Rules  and 
Regulations.     Each  Agent's  lottery  operations  and  records  shall  be 
available  for  inspection  and  audit  by  representatives  or  agents  of 
the  Commission. 

(c)  Each  Agent  with  regard  to  the  Weekly  Drawing  shall 
account  to  his  assigned  depository  seven  (7)  days  subsequent  to  the 
scheduled  time  of  the  first  availability  of  the  tickets  at  the 
depository  for  all  proceeds  resulting  from  his  sales  of  lottery 
tickets  and  within  such  other  time  which  may  be  specified  by  the 
Director  for  other  types  or  kinds  of  lotteries  which  may  be  spon- 
sored by  the  Commission. 

(d)  Each  Agent  should  make  available  at  all  lawful  times 
during  his  normal  business  hours  lottery  tickets  for  sale  to  the 
public  in  the  place  of  business  designated  in  his  license. 

(e)  All  tickets  accepted  by  an  Agent  from  the  Commission 
or  from  his  assigned  depository  are  deemed  to  have  been  purchased 
by  said  Agent  unless  they  are  returned  no  later  than  two  days  prior 
to  each  Weekly  Drawing  or  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  may  be 
from  time  to  time  announced  by  the  Director  or  unless  special 
permission  is  received  from  the  Director. 

Section  16.     Special  Lottery  Agents 

The  Director  may  license  special  lottery  agents  in  confor- 
mity with  law.     A  special  license  is  one  subject  to  such  conditions 
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or  limitations  as  the  Director,  in  his  discretion,  may  deem  prudent 
and  which  is  consonant  with  the  dignity  of  the  Commonwealth,  the 
general  welfare  of  the  people,  and  the  operations  and  integrity 
of  the  Lottery.     These  limitations  or  conditions  may  include,  but 
are  not  limited  to: 

(a)  Length  of  license  period: 

(b)  Hours  or  days  of  sale: 

(c)  Location  of  sale: 

(d)  Specific  persons  who  are  allowed  to  sell  lottery 
tickets : 

(e)  Specific  sporting,  charitable,  social,  or  other 
special  events  where  lottery  tickets  may  be  sold 
if  in  conformity  with  law: 

(f)  Special  lottery  tickets  for  special  prizes  at  spe- 
cific intervals: 

Special  licensed  agents  shall  be  subject  to  these  Rules  and 
Regulations . 

Section  17.     Hearings  on  Denial  or  Revocation  of  License 

An  Agent  is  entitled  to  a  hearing  before  his  license  is 
denied,  suspended  or  revoked  if  he  requests  such  hearing  within 
twenty  (20)  days  from  the  date  of  notice  of  the  denial,  revocation, 
or  suspension. 

The  hearing  shall  be  conducted  by  the  Director.     If  the  Agent 
is  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  Director,  he  may  appeal  to  the 
Commission  for  a  hearing  pursuant  to  General  Laws,  Chapter  30A  of 
the  Commonwealth. 
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Section  18.     Procedure  if  License  is  Revoked 

Upon  revocation  or  suspension  of  an  Agent's  license  for 
any  reasons  whatsoever,  the  Agent  must  appear  at  his  assigned 
depository  by  a  date  designated  by  the  Director  for  the  purpose 
of  rendering  his  final  lottery  accounting,  the  surrender  of  his 
Agent's  license,  his  Identification  Card  and  other  lottery  property, 
and  the  depository  shall  thereupon  accept  the  Agent's  Identification 
Card  upon  instructions  of  the  Director.     Upon  the  Agent's  failure 
to  appear  by  the  designated  date  to  render  his  final  accounting,  or 
otherwise  to  surrender  his  license,  his  Identification  Card  and 
other  lottery  property  as  instructed,  the  depository  shall  immediate- 
ly notify  the  Lottery  office  by  telephone  and  confirm  in  writing. 
The  Director  may  take  steps  to  impose  such  penalties  and  to  enforce 
the  powers  of  the  Commission  against  the  delinquent  Agent,  its 
agents  or  representatives,  as  may  be  provided  by  law  and  these  Rules 
and  Regulations. 

Section  19.     Obligations  of  Licensed  Agents 

Each  Agent  accepts  and  assumes  the  following  obligations  and 
responsibilities  when  he  accepts  a  license  to  sell  lottery  tickets: 

(a)  All  tickets  accepted  by  the  Agent  from  his  assigned 
depository  shall  be  considered  sold  to  the  Agent  (unless  returned 
to  the  depository  from  which  they  were  obtained  within  the  time 
specified) ,  and  the  purchase  price  shall  be  paid  to  the  depository, 
less  the  appropriate  commission  to  compensate  the  Agent,  if  any. 

(b)  All  lost  or  missing  tickets  are  the  Agent's  responsi- 
bility, unless  the  Director,   in  his  sole  discretion,  excuses  him. 

(c)  Each  Agent  shall  abide  by  the  law,  these  Rules  and 
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Regulations,  and  all  other  directives  or  instructions  issued  by 
the  Director. 

(d)  Each  Agent  grants  to  the  Commission,  its  agents  and 
representatives,  an  irrevocable  license  to  enter  upon  the  premises 
listed  as  locations  on  the  Agent's  license  in  which  tickets  may  be 
sold  or  any  other  location  under  the  control  of  the  Agent  where 
the  Director  may  have  good  cause  to  believe  lottery  materials  or 
tickets  are  stored  or  kept  in  order  to  inspect  said  lottery  property 
and  the  premises. 

(e)  All  property  given  to  an  Agent  remains  the  property 
of  the  Commission,  and,  upon  demand,  the  Agent  agrees  to  deliver 
forthwith  the  same  to  the  Director. 

(f)  All  books  and  records  pertaining  to  the  Agent's  lottery 
activities  shall  be  made  available  for  inspection  at  reasonable 
hours,  upon  demand,  to  the  Director. 

(g)  No  Agent  shall  advertise  or  otherwise  display  adverti- 
sing in  any  part  of  the  Agent's  premises  as  a  licensed  location 
which  may  be  considered  derogatory  or  adverse  to  the  operations  or 
dignity  of  the  Lottery  and  the  Agent  shall  remove  the  same  forth- 
with if  requested  by  the  Director. 

Section  20.     Lottery  Accounts  and  Depositories 

The  Director  may  make  such  arrangements  with  any  person, 
including  a  bank,  to  perform  such  functions,  activities  or  services 
in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  Lottery  as  he  may  deem 
advisable  pursuant  to  law  and  these  Rules  and  Regulations.  Such 
functions,  activities  and  services  shall  constitute  lawful  functions, 
activities  and  services  in  behalf  of  Lottery  business  unless  other- 
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wise  prohibited  by  law. 

Unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Director,  each  depository 
shall  provide  the  Lottery  with  weekly  or  other  periodic  statements 
of  all  transactions  made  during  the  sales  week  immediately  preceding 
or  for  other  periods,  said  accounting  to  be  submitted  in  writing 
on  forms  provided  by  the  Director  no  later  than  such  time  as 
requested  by  the  Director.     All  deposits  shall  be  secured  in  accord- 
ance with  applicable  State  and  Federal  Laws.     Each  depository  may 
be  compensated  for  its  services  rendered  in  such  manner  as  the 
Commission  may  determine. 

Section  21.     Lottery  Tickets-Safekeeping 

The  following  procedures  are  to  govern  the  safekeeping  and 
record  keeping  of  the  activities  performed  in  behalf  of  the  Lottery 
relative  to  the  depositing  of  ticket  revenues  and  distribution  of 
lottery  tickets. 

(a)  The  Commission  may  enter  into  a  safekeeping  and  record 
keeping  agreement  with  various  banks  or  other  persons  within  the 
Commonwealth. 

(b)  Tickets  shall  be  delivered  no  less  frequently  than 
weekly  and  at  such  other  intervals  as  determined  by  the  Commission 
to  the  banks  or  depositories  for  safekeeping. 

(c)  Only  an  Agent  of  the  Lottery  or  his  authorized  rep- 
resentative may  remove  the  lottery  tickets  from  safekeeping  after 
presenting  himself  in  person  to  the  bank  or  depository  with  the 
agent  form  bearing  an  authorized  signature  and  an  ^Agent's  Identi- 
fication Card. 

(d)  Agents  shall  deposit  in  their  authorized  bank  or  other 
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authorized  depository  monies  for  the  account  of  the  State  Lottery 
Fund.     The  Agents  shall  also  deposit  for  safekeeping  unsold  lottery 
tickets  which  will  be  subsequently  withdrawn  from  safekeeping  by 
the  Director. 

(e)  The  bank  or  depository  shall  maintain  proper  and  usual 
records  of  deposit  and  safekeeping  activities  on  the  forms  supplied 
by  the  Director  and  make  available  such  records  at  reasonable  times 
to  the  Director. 

(f)  The  depository  shall  not  offer  lottery  tickets  for  sale 
to  the  public  nor  make  payments  to  claimants  or  otherwise  perform 
any  other  function  which  may  be  unlawful  or  not  authorized  by  the 
Director . 

(g)  Depositories  shall  disburse  lottery  tickets  to  authorized 
Agents  only.     Each  depository  shall  accept  unsold  tickets,  ticket 
revenues,  and  settle  each  Agent's  account  accordingly.     In  the 
Weekly  Lotteries,  a  depository  shall  not  distribute  tickets  to  an 
Agent  who  has  failed  to  balance  his  account  with  respect  to  ticket 
deliveries  and  receipts  of  the  preceding  week.     No  less  than  five 
hundred  (500)  tickets  are  to  be  distributed  to  each  Agent  on  a  no- 
return  basis  for  each  Weekly  Lottery  unless  an  exception  is  made  by 
the  Director.     Tickets  may  be  returned  by  Agents  in  such  unit 
quantities  and  by  such  methods  and  means  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
Director.     The  depositories  are  to  notify  the  Director  immediately 
by  telephone  and  confirm  in  writing  of  each  Agent  who  has  not  given 
prompt  accounting  of  his  sales  and  receipts  for  each  lottery  period 
or  who  has  failed  to  call  for  his  minimum  number  of  tickets  each 
week  for  the  Weekly  Lottery  and  at  other  appropriate  intervals  for 
the  other  lotteries. 
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Section  22.     Assignment  of  Depository 

After  an  Agent's  application  has  been  accepted  and  approved 
by  the  Director,  each  Agent  shall  be  assigned  a  designated  depository 
from  which  to  take  delivery  of  tickets,  in  which  to  deposit  receipts 
from  the  sale  of  tickets,  and  otherwise  to  account  for  the  Agent's 
transactions.     The  depository  shall  be  notified  of  each  authorized 
Agent  which  it  will  service.     Each  depository  may  rely  upon  such 
notification  in  its  dealings  with  the  Agents  until  notified  to  the 
contrary  by  the  Director  as  long  as  the  Agent  presents  an  Agent  Form 
bearing  an  authorized  signature  and  his  Agent  Identification  Card. 

Section  23.     Authorization  of  Agents  for  Tickets 

Each  Agent  may  be  required  to  give  notice  in  writing  to  the 
Agent's  assigned  depository  and  to  the  Director  the  names  and 
addresses  of  each  person  in  his  business  who  is  authorized  to  request 
and  to  take  delivery  of  tickets,  to  deposit  receipts  from  the  sale 
of  lottery  tickets  and  to  otherwise  have  dealings  with  the  depository. 
Each  authorized  person  must  identify  himself  to  the  depository  by 
means  of  an  Agent's  Identification  Card  received  from  the  Director 
before  tickets  are  delivered.     Each  Agent  is  restricted  to  his 
assigned  depository  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  lottery  business 
in  conformity  to  law,  these  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  any  amendments 
thereto  unless  otherwise  instructed  by  the  Director. 

Section  24.     Agent's  Instructions 

Each  Agent  is  to  conform  to  the  instructions  and  requirements 
set  forth  in  the  Instructions  to  Authorized  Agents  made  available 
to  him  by  the  Director  relative  to  the  delivery  and  return  of  tickets 
and  other  lottery  business  including  but  not  limited  to  the  location 
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and  display  of  lottery  literature. 

Section  25.     Stolen  and  Mutilated  Tickets 

In  the  event  tickets  are  stolen  or  inadvertently  mutilated 
while  in  transit  or  in  the  possession  of  an  Agent  or  depository, 
the  Director  may  provide  for  reimbursement  for  part  or  whole  of  any 
loss  to  the  person  responsible  at  the  time  said  tickets  were  stolen 
or  mutilated.     If  and  when  reimbursement  occurs,  the  tickets  stolen 
or  mutilated  shall  be  removed  from  the  particular  drawing  and  shall 
not  under  any  circumstances  be  entitled  to  a  prize.     If  an  Agent 
or  the  party  responsible  for  the  stolen  or  mutilated  tickets  is 
found  to  have  been  negligent  or  is  unable  to  provide  the  Director 
with  the  series,  serial  number,  drawing  date  and  lottery  number  of 
the  tickets,  then  the  Commission  shall  have  good  cause  not  to  reim- 
burse the  responsible  party  for  any  losses  occasioned  therefrom  un- 
less extenuating  circumstances  excuse  the  responsible  party.  In 
the  event  reimbursement  is  granted  by  the  Commission,  the  reimbursed 
party  must  sign  forms  holding  the  Commission  harmless  and,  in  the 
event  said  reimbursement  exceeds  two  hundred  ($200.00)  dollars,  the 
Director  may  demand  a  bond  to  indemnify  the  Commission  for  any 
losses  sustained  by  it.     Request  for  reimbursement  shall  be  made  by 
letter  or  on  a  form  which  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Director. 

Section  26.     Price  of  Tickets  -  Limitations 

(a)     No  person  may  sell  a  ticket  at  a  price  other  than  that 
fixed  by  these  Rules  and  Regulations  unless  so  authorized  by  the 
Commission.     No  person  other  than  a  duly  licensed  lottery  sales 
Agent  may  sell  lottery  tickets  except  that  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  be  construed  to  prevent  a  person  who  may  lawfully  purchase 
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from  making  a  gift  of  lottery  tickets  to  another.     An  Agent  shall 
not  sell  a  ticket  to  any  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years 
unless  otherwise  permitted  by  law,  nor  may  he  sell  a  ticket  away 
from  the  locations  listed  in  his  license. 

(b)     No  person  may  use  or  permit  his  ticket  to  be  used  in 
any  drawing  or  in  any  other  game  of  chance,  however  it  may  be 
described,  except  for  the  purpose  of  the  Lottery  as  defined  in 
Section  2  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Section  27.  Prizes 

No  person  entitled  to  a  prize  may  assign  his  right  to  claim 
it  except  that  payments  of  a  prize  may  be  made  to  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  prize  winner  or  to  another  according  to  law  by  an  appro- 
priate judicial  order  from  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  Each 
prize  winner  or  someone  in  his  behalf  and  acceptable  to  the  Director 
in  order  to  claim  a  prize,  agrees  to  sign  a  claim  form  which  will 
incorporate  by  reference  the  following  provisions :- -the  discharge 
of  the  Director  and  the  Commission,  its  agents  and  representatives, 
of  all  further  liability  upon  payment  of  the  prize,  and  permission 
to  use  the  winner's  name  and  photograph  for  publicity  purposes.  The 
Director  reserves  the  right  to  modify  or  amend  the  claim  form  to 
include  other  aspects  of  a  prize  winner's  payments.     In  the  event 
that  there  is  a  dispute  or  it  appears  that  a  dispute  may  occur  rela- 
tive to  any  prize,  the  Director  may,  in  his  discretion,  refrain 
from  making  payment  of  the  prize  pending  the  determination  or  instruc- 
tions by  the  Commission  or  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
relative  to  the  same.     In  order  for  a  winner  to  claim  a  prize,  the 
winning  ticket  must  be  signed  by  the  owner  thereof  or  his  proper 
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legal  representative.     The  Director  may  waive  any  or  all  of  the 
requirements  of  this  Section. 

Section  28.     Vreekly  Lottery 

There  shall  be  a  lottery  drawing  for  prizes  each  week 
called  a  "Weekly  Lottery"  or  "Weekly  Drawing". 

(a)  Price  of  Tickets  —  Tickets  for  the  Weekly  Lottery  shall 
be  at  a  price  of  $0.50  per  ticket. 

(b)  Time  of  Sale--Each  ticket  for  the  Weekly  Lottery  shall 
have  imprinted  on  its  face  a  serial  number,  drawing  date,  series 
and  lottery  number.     All  tickets  containing  a  drawing  date  which 
has  transpired  are  null  and  void  unless  entitled  to  a  prize.  All 
sales  of  tickets  for  a  particular  drawing  after  the  hour  of  the 
drawing  are  null  and  void. 

(c)  Ticket  Sales--All  ticket  sales  shall  be  final  and  an 
Agent  is  not  to  accept  ticket  returns  except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  these  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Section  29.     Million  Dollar  Drawing,  Semi-Final  Drawing  and 
Other  Lotteries 

All  provisions  governing  the  Weekly  Lottery  are  applicable 

to  the  Million  Dollar  Drawing  and  Semi-Final  Drawing  except  as 

otherwise  indicated  herein  or  where  the  context  warrants  a  different 

application.     All  other  lotteries  which  may  be  sponsored  by  the 

Commission  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  Rules  and 

Regulations  unless  otherwise  indicated. 

Section  30.     Determination  of  Prizes 

All  lottery  prizes  shall  be  determined  by  the  Commission 
from  time  to  time  and  awarded  to  the  owners  of  tickets  which  contain 
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the  winning  numbers  as  determined  from  the  drawings  supervised 
by  the  Director. 

Section  31.     Manner  of  Conducting  Lottery  Drawings 

All  drawings  shall  be  conducted  and  the  winning  tickets 
shall  be  determined  by  those  procedures  and  methods  of  selection 
as  set  forth  in  Administrative  Bulletins  issued  by  the  Director 
subject  to  policy  decisions  of  the  Commission. 

Section  32.     Notification  of  Prize  Winners 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  each  drawing,  each  Agent  shall 
post  in  a  prominent  and  conspicuous  part  of  his  business  location 
in  full  view  of  the  public  the  winning  lottery  numbers  and  serial 
numbers.     If  a  license  covers  more  than  one  location,  the  posting 
of  the  winning  lottery  numbers  and  serial  numbers  shall  be  displayed 
in  each  location  for  which  the  lottery  license  has  been  issued  and 
in  accordance  with  these  provisions.     The  winning  lottery  numbers 
shall  remain  posted  until  the  next  Weekly  Drawing  and  new  numbers 
are  available  to  be  posted.     The  winning  serial  numbers  which  qualify 
for  the  Million  Dollar  Drawing  shall  continue  to  be  posted  or  other- 
wise available  to  the  public's  inspection  in  each  Agent's  locations 
covered  by  his  license  and  in  accordance  with  instructions  of  the 
Director.     Each  Agent  shall  fully  cooperate  to  give  the  public 
exposure  and  type  of  display  of  the  winning  lottery  numbers  and 
serial  numbers  in  his  locations  as  may  be  requested  by  the  Director 
from  time  to  time. 


Section  33.     Procedure  for  Claiming  Prizes 

The  following  shall  be  the  procedure  by  which  prizes  may 
be  claimed  and  paid  from  the  State  Lottery: 
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(a)  Place  of  Claims:     All  cash  prizes  must  be  claimed  through 

a  duly  authorized  claim  center  or  through  a  lottery  office.     The  Direc- 
tor shall  designate  the  claim  centers  and  make  public  their  locations. 
Fifth  (5th)  prize  winners  need  not  file  a  claim  to  participate  in 
the  Semi-Final  Drawing. 

(b)  Claim  Forms:     Each  prize  ticket  owner  or  his  represen- 
tative is  required  to  complete  the  claim  form  which  is  available 
free  of  charge  at  each  claim  center  or  lottery  office  and  sign  the 
winning  ticket.     If  the  prize  ticket  owner  is  a  minor  or  other 
person(s)  unable  to  complete  the  claim  form,  then  said  minor  or 
person  shall  have  his  guardian,  conservator,  parent,  adult  member 
of  his  household,  or  his  next  friend  or  other  proper  representative 
complete  the  claim  form  in  his  stead.     If  the  Director  determines 
that  the  person  who  completed  the  claim  form  in  behalf  of  an  owner 
is  not  the  proper  person  to  claim  the  prize  in  behalf  of  the  owner, 
the  Director  may  demand  a  new  claim  form  completed  by  a  person  who 
is  acceptable  to  the  Director  as  the  proper  person  so  to  claim  the 
true  owner's  prize.     The  claim  form  incorporates  by  reference  the 
following  provisions: 

(I)  Verification  that  the  prize  ticket  owner  is  not  a  person 
disqualified  by  law  or  by  these  Rules  and  Regulations  to  claim  or 
otherwise  accept  a  prize  from  the  Lottery; 

(II)  The  prize  ticket  owner  grants  to  the  Commission  the  right 
to  use  his  name,  address,  and  photograph  to  publicize  his  winnings. 
This  same  right  is  granted  to  the  Commission  by  one  signing  in  be- 
half of  a  minor  or  other  ticket  owner  under  a  disability  which 
prevents  him  from  signing  in  his  own  behalf; 

(III)  Indemnification  of  the  Commission  for  any  loss  occasioned 
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by  an  untruth  or  misrepresentation  by  the  ticket  owner  or  the 
person  claiming  the  prize  in  his  or  her  behalf; 

(IV)     All  information  requested  by  the  Commission  which  may 
include  but  not  be  limited  to  the  prize  ticket  owner's   (and  any 
person  signing  in  his  behalf)  name,  address,  and  social  security 
number  or  taxpayer's  identification  number; 

The  claim  form  may  contain  any  other  provision  which  the 
Director  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  necessary  and  proper  to 
protect  the  Commission  and  the  public  welfare.     Each  claim  form 
must  have  attached  thereto  the  original  lottery  ticket  containing 
the  winning  lottery  number,  the  serial  number,  drawing  date,  and 
series . 

(c)  List  of  Winning  Tickets:     The  claim  centers  or  offices 
and  the  Agents  will  be  provided  with  a  sufficient  number  of  lists 
containing  certain  winning  lottery  numbers  and  serial  numbers  for 
the  prior  52  weeks  which  will  be  available  to  the  public  view  at 
each  location  transacting  Lottery  business. 

(d)  Lottery  Verification:     The  claim  centers  review  the 
claim  form  and  winning  ticket  and  must  be  assured  that  it  is  in 
proper  form  and  fully  filled  out  and  signed  by  the  claimant  with 
the  proper  lottery  number,  series,  serial  number  and  drawing  date. 
The  claim  center  retains  a  copy  of  the  claim  form,  a  copy  is  given 
to  the  claimant  as  a  receipt,  and  the  original  and  winning  ticket 
is  forwarded  to  the  Lottery's  main  office  at  One  Gateway  Center, 
Newton,  Massachusetts.     Upon  validation  by  the  Director,  the  prize 
money  will  be  forwarded  to  the  claimant  in  check  form  except  that 
the  winner  of  the  first  prize  of  $50,000  must  present  himself  in 
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person  at  the  office  of  the  Director  to  receive  his  prize  unless 
he  is  physically  or  mentally  incapable  of  so  doing.     If  the  claim 
is  invalidated,  the  claim  is  denied  and  the  Director  will  promptly 
notify  the  claimant.     The  claimant,  if  aggrieved,  shall  have  a  right 
to  appeal  the  decision  to  the  Commission. 

(e)     If  a  claimant  is  aggrieved  by  the  Director's  denial  of 
his  claim  for  a  prize,  he  may  request  an  informal  hearing  with  the 
Director  to  discuss  his  grievances  and  a  reconsideration  of  his 
claim  by  the  Director.     If  the  Director  concludes  that  there  is  a 
meritorious  basis  for  the  claimant's  complaint,  he  may  revise  his 
prior  decision  or  refer  the  matter  to  the  Commission  for  its  deter- 
mination. 

Section  34.     Ownership  of  Lottery  Tickets 

Until  such  time  as  a  name  is  imprinted  or  placed  upon  the 
portion  of  the  lottery  ticket  so  designated  for  such  purpose,  a 
lottery  ticket  shall  be  considered  in  bearer  form  and  thereby  owned 
by  the  person  in  physical  possession  of  said  ticket.     The  Commission 
will  not  recognize  or  give  credence  to  any  claims  that  a  winning 
lottery  ticket  was  stolen  if  in  bearer  form.     The  Commission  will 
only  recognize  as  the  true  owner  of  a  winning  lottery  ticket  the 
person  whose  signature  appears  upon  the  ticket  in  the  area  designated 
for  said  purpose.     The  Commission  requires  that  each  winning  ticket 
have  placed  thereon  in  the  area  designated  for  such  purpose  the  name, 
address,  and,  if  available,  the  social  security  number,  telephone 
number  and  signature  of  the  owner.     If  the  owner  is  a  minor,  or  a 
person  under  a  disability,  then  the  minor's  name  or  disabled  person's 
name  should  appear  on  the  ticket  and  his  social  security  number  (if 
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any)  with  the  signature  of  the  person  claiming  the  prize  in  behalf 
of  the  minor  or  disabled  person  and  his  social  security  number  and 
telephone  number  if  the  owner's  number  is  not  available  or  non- 
existent.    The  Commission  shall  make  payment  in  complete  reliance 
on  the  information  submitted  to  it  on  the  claim  form  and  winning 
ticket.     In  the  event  there  is  an  inconsistency  in  the  information 
submitted  on  the  claim  form  and  as  shown  on  the  winning  ticket,  the 
Director  shall  make  an  investigation  and  withhold  all  winnings  awarded 
to  the  ticket  owner  until  such  time  as  he  is  satisfied  that  the 
winnings  are  paid  to  the  proper  person.     Regardless  of  any  other 
provisions  herein  contained,  the  Commission  may  rely  on  the  name  of 
the  owner,  his  address  and  other  information  contained  on  the  claim 
form  although  apparently  inconsistent  with  the  ticket,  and  pay  all 
winnings  to  said  ticket  owner  or  his  proper  representative  according 
to  Law  and  these  Rules  and  Regulations  without  further  responsibility 
and  liability.     The  Commission  for  its  purposes  will  recognize  only 
one  (1)  person  as  owner  of  a  ticket. 

No  payment  will  be  made  on  a  winning  ticket  unless  all  spaces 
provided  on  both  the  claim  form  and  winning  ticket  are  filled  in 
with  the  requested  information  or  an  acknowledgement  that  said  infor- 
mation is  unknown  or  unavailable.     There  is  no  obligation  or  duty 
of  the  Commission,   its  personnel  or  representatives  to  look  beyond 
the  payment  to  the  owner  as  his  name  appears  on  the  claim  form.  If 
a  trust  is  used  as  a  payee  of  the  winnings,  or  if  a  legal  entity  is 
the  owner  or  payee,  the  Federal  employer  taxpayer's  number  must  be 
submitted  in  writing  on  the  claim  form. 


Section  35.     Bonus  Payments  to  Agents 

In  addition  to  the  prize  structure  set  forth  herein,  incentive 
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prize  bonuses  are  awarded  to  the  Agents  as  they  relate  to  certain 
prizes  awarded  to  the  holders  of  winning  tickets  sold  by  the  Agents. 
Said  bonuses  are  computed  at  one  percent  (II)  of  the  face  amount 
of  the  prize;  and  no  bonus  payments  are  made  to  Agents  for  cash 
prizes  of  less  than  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2500). 

The  identification  of  Agents  entitled  to  these  bonuses  will 
be  made  in  the  central  computerized  files  of  the  Lottery.  Bonuses 
will  be  paid  following  verification  of  the  winning  ticket  holder's 
claim  or  within  a  reasonable  time  in  the  case  of  unclaimed  prizes. 
All  determinations  relative  to  Agents'  bonuses  due  or  owing  shall 
be  made  by  the  Director  whose  decisions  and  judgments  shall  be  final 
and  binding  upon  all  parties  in  interest. 

Section  56.     Other  Lotteries  or  Sweepstakes 

The  Commission  reserves  the  right  to  institute  a  separate 
and  distinct  Lottery  or  Sweepstakes  similar  or  different  in  its 
method  of  drawings,  price  of  tickets,  and  qualifications  than  that 
as  set  forth  herein  and,  by  the  further  promulgation  of  these  Rules 
and  Regulations  to  control  the  methods  and  procedures,  if  different, 
for  said  separate  lottery  or  sweepstakes  if  it  be  put  into  effect. 

Section  37.     Prizes  Payable  After  Death  or  Disability  of  Owner 

All  prizes  or  a  portion  thereof  which  remain  unpaid  at  the 
time  of  the  prize  winner's  death  shall  be  payable  to  his  duly  quali- 
fied Administrator,  Executor,  or  other  representative  of  his  estate 
once  satisfactory  evidence  of  said  representative  appointment  has 
been  presented  to  the  Director,  claim  forms  have  been  properly  filled 
out,  and  the  Director  is  satisfied  that  such  payment  is  lawful  and 
proper.     Prize  monies  will  be  paid  according  to  the  Law  of  Descent 
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and  Distribution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  if  the  owner 
thereof  dies  intestate  regardless  of  whether  he  was  domiciled  at 
the  time  of  his  death  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or 
according  to  the  provisions  of  his  Last  Will  and  Testament  if  he 
dies  testate.     The  Director  may  rely  wholly  on  the  presentment  of 
certified  copies  of  a  court's  appointment  of  an  Administrator  or 
Executor,  Guardian,  Conservator  or  on  any  other  evidence  of  a  person 
entitled  to  the  payment  of  any  prize  winnings  then  due. 

The  payment  to  the  estate  of  the  deceased  owner  of  any  prize 
winnings  by  the  Commission  shall  absolve  the  Commission  and  its 
agents  of  any  further  liability  for  payment  of  said  prize  winnings. 
The  Commission  need  not  look  to  the  payment  of  the  prize  winnings 
beyond  the  payee  thereof.     Under  no  circumstances  will  the  payment 
of  prize  money  be  accelerated  beyond  its  normal  dates  of  payment  by 
the  Commission.     The  Director  reserves  the  right  to  petition  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  request  a  determination  for  the 
payments  of  any  prize  winnings  which  are  or  may  become  due  the  estate 
of  a  deceased  owner  or  an  owner  under  a  disability  because  of,  but 
not  limited  to,  underage,  mental  deficiency,  physical  or  mental  in- 
capacity.    If  the  legatee(s)  or  heir(s)  of  a  deceased  owner  entitled 
to  prize  winnings  obtains  an  order  from  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction directing  payments  due  and  to  become  due  from  the  Commission 
to  be  paid  directly  to  said  legatee(s)  or  heir(s)  or  otherwise 
directs  the  Commission  to  make  payments  to  another  in  the  event  of 
an  owner's  disability  or  otherwise,  the  Commission  shall  pay  the 
prize  winnings  accordingly. 

Section  58.     Payment  of  Prizes 

All  prizes  shall  be  paid  within  a  reasonable  time  after  they 
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are  awarded  and  after  the  claims  are  verified  by  the  Director.  The 
date  of  the  first  installment  payment  of  each  prize  requiring  annual 
payments  shall  be  the  commencement  date  of  the  payments  and  a  payment 
shall  be  mad~  on  the  anniversary  date  of  said  payment  thereafter  in 
accordance  with  the  type  of  prize  awarded.     The  Director  may,  at  any 
time,  delay  any  payment  in  order  to  review  a  change  of  circumstances 
relative  to  the  prize  awarded,  the  payee,  the  claim,  or  any  other 
matter  that  may  have  come  to  his  attention.     All  delayed  payments 
will  be  brought  up  to  date  immediately  upon  the  Director's  confirma- 
tion and  continue  to  be  paid  on  each  original  anniversary  date  there- 
after . 

Section  39.     Place  of  Payment 

All  payment  of  prizes  except  the  first  prize  in  the  Weekly 
Drawing  will  be  made  to  the  claimant  at  such  locations  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Director.     Claimant  may  obtain  payment  in  person 
at  any  approved  location  by  first  requesting  this  in  writing  to  the 
State  Lottery,  One  Gateway  Center,  Newton,  Massachusetts. 

Section  40.     Discharge  of  State  Lottery  Upon  Payment 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  its  subdivisions,  agents, 
officers,  employees  and  representatives,  the  Commission,  its  Direc- 
tor, agents,  officers,  employees  and  representatives  shall  be  dis- 
charged of  all  liability  upon  payment  of  a  prize  or  any  one  install- 
ment thereof  to  the  holder  of  any  winning  lottery  ticket  or  in 
accordance  with  the  information  set  forth  on  the  claim  form  supplied 
by  the  Director.     If  there  is  a  conflict  between  the  information  on 
a  winning  lottery  ticket  and  the  information  on  the  claim  form,  the 
Commission  may  rely  on  the  claim  form  after  the  ticket  for  which  it 
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has  been  filed  has  been  validated  as  a  winning  ticket  and,  in  so 
doing,   it  will  be  relieved  of  all  responsibility  and  liability  in 
the  payment  of  a  prize  in  accordance  with  the  information  set 
forth  therein.     The  Commission's  decisions  and  judgments  in  respect 
to  the  determination  of  a  winning  ticket  or  of  any  other  dispute 
arising  from  the  payment  or  awarding  of  prizes  shall  be  final  and 
binding  upon  all  participants  in  the  Lottery  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  law  and  these  Rules  and  Regulations.     In  the  event  a  dis- 
pute arises  relative  to  the  winning  ticket,  a  claim  form,  the  payment, 
or  the  awarding  of  any  prize,  the  Commission  may  withhold  payment  of 
the  prize  winnings  until  it  determines  the  controversy  and  reaches 
a  decision  or  it  may  petition  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for 
instructions  and  a  resolution  of  the  controversy.     Payment  pursuant 
to  this  section  shall  discharge  the  Commission  and  Director  of 
further  liability  or  responsibility  to  any  and  all  claimants.  In 
the  event  of  any  controversy  or  confusion  in  the  interpretation  and 
application  of  the  law  or  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations  or  of  any 
other  procedure  employed  by  the  Commission,  the  Director,  by  direction 
of  the  Commission,  may  petition  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Section  41.  Amendments 

The  Commission  may  amend,  modify,  or  otherwise  change  these 
Rules  and  Regulations  and  upon  full  compliance  with  law,  said  amend- 
ments, modifications  or  changes  shall  become  as  effective  and  appli- 
cable to  Lottery  business  and  administration  as  if  part  of  the 
original  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Section  42.     Returned  Lottery  Tickets 

All  tickets  once  returned  by  an  Agent  may  not  be  re-issued 
without  prior  approval  of  the  Director. 
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Section  43.     Postponement  of  Drawings 

The  Director  may  postpone  any  drawing  to  a  date  certain 
and  publicize  the  same  if  he  finds,  in  his  sole  discretion,  that 
such  postponement  will  serve  the  public  welfare  and  protect  the 
public  interests. 
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
